Veterans Make
Fine Scholars,
Survey Shows

Veteran students have estab-
lished a group record for scho-

no parallel in the history of our
schools, according to a survey
just completed in 19 colleges
and univergities in California,
Arizona, Nevada and Hawail by
the Veterans Administration.
I~ The survey, which covered the
colleges’ and universities within
the area of the Los Angeles VA
regional office, reported former
servicemen not oply made better
grades than the average non-
veteran but demonstrated a ser-
lousness of purpose and matur-
ity which brought enthusiastic
comments from every school in
the pojk -
Disabled veterans at UCLA
sutdistanced all other students
in academic performance — “a
situation that is clearly becom-
ing commonplace,” said Byron
H. Atkinson of the University’s
Office of Veteran Affairs. They
attained an overall average of
nearly B, while 23 percent made
B -averages -or better. Their
work “suggests a revislon of
.the thinking of many regarding
the imagined veteran problem,”
